Having some time here that we do not re- 
quire for domestic occupation, I hare taken 
the opportunity of having down some of the 
boxes of family papers, of which you and I 
have often talked, and which have been so 
loDg boried in the Pomtechnleom in London; 
theso I am now in the course of examining, 
• -d found a very interesting occupation, and 
'period of your country should 
ge more upon, but knowing how this 
etter may find yon, I feel that to enter upon 
any other topics than those of inquiry re- 
specting yourself and family, and making a 
report cf myself, which I know you would 
kindly desire to hi ar, would be out of place at 
the preeent inomen’, l shall, therefore reserve

FACTS AND FANCIES FROM THE SUNNY 
SOUTH. 

Ringgold, Ga., April 29, 1864. 

SKIRMISHING WITH THB BNBMT THIS MORNING. 

Onr forces, 1,100 strong, cavalry and infan- 
try, on a reconnoissance under General Kil- 
patrick, attacked the enemy’s pickets, one 
regiment strong, beyond Tiger creek, a branch 
running into the Chickamanga, some two 
miles from Ringgold and succeeded in driving 
them within two miles of Tunnel Hill. Fall- 
ing back leisurely after some skirmishing, the 
enemy attacked ns in strong force at Bald 
Knob, four miles from this place. We charged 
the rebel force 1,500 strong, under General 
Hume, when they skedaddled in different di- 
rections. The re'bs had formed a line on top 
of the Knob, being massed strongly in the 
centre, and prepared to give ns a warm recep- 
tion. They fired a volley into U3 when Gen- 
eral Kilpatrick ordered the hill to be taken 
and the rebel centre broken. Mejor Wolfrey, 
3d Kentucky, 92d Illinois, mounted infantry, 
Golorei Atkins, and a company of the 10th 
Ohio, Cep'ain Nortec, all under the gallant 
Colonel Murray, of the 31 Kentucky, now 
commanding a brigade, exeented the General’s 
order splendidly, and in the most successful 
manner. The charge was very spirited, 
and made with precision and accuracy 
of movement, which speaks volumes for 
the discipline and morale of the troops, 
and reflects credit both upon themselves and 
their officers. Having taken the hill, we oc- 
cupied it for some time, and, the enemy not 
attacking ns, we fell back qnietly abjat a 
mile, to arising ground on the south bank of 
Tiger creek, where we rested, thinking that 
the enemy would come up in force and occupy 
Ba d Knob again. Resting on our arms at 
this point about an hoar, and the rebs not 
making their appearance, we took oar line of 
march for our camps. The cavalry wa3 sup- 
ported by a portion of Col. V anderveers’s brig- 
ade of infantry, consisting of detachments of 
the 9 b Ohio, Col. Kamoieriing; 35th Ohio, 
Major Joseph L. Budd; 105th Ohio, Lieut Col. 
George T. Perkins; and the 21 Minnesota, 
Col. James George. These forces were under 
Col. Vanderveer in person. The enemy very 
adroitly avoided an engagement with ths in- 
fantry, and, as they have a notorious aversion 
for cold steel, especially as administered by 
onr boys, they are to be credited with that 
consistency which breathes the spirit of cow- 
aidice. They (the rebels) fought regular Ca- 
manebe style in the Bald Knob affair, riding 
up to our forces, keeping at a respectable dis- 
tance, however, and then, with their long- 
range rifles, firing a volley into ns, when they 
would rapidly retreat. This low cunning was 
practised throughout the entire skirmish. This 
style of warfare is always much more destruc- 
tive to the forces acting on the defensive than 
the attacking party. The following is

It is doubtful that their woun- 
ded was as large as ours, from the fact that 
they need a longer raogeo'piece than we uid, 
end never forced our lines. 

HiSTonv cr thk captdbsd prisoner. 

The captured man was a private in co. D, 
9lb Tennessee cavalry, named I. H. Giles, or 
Gills. He is fifty-right years old, and leaves a 
w ile and five in family, near Oentrrville, 
Hickman county, Middle Tennessee. I think 
he is the sorriest looking speciwau of a soldier 
I ever eaw. He is pale and emaciated, and 
Iocks weary and tired of life. His hair is as 
gray as ihe frosis of winter, and falls scantily 
and uncombed down over his bloodless and 
sorrowful-locking countenance. He is evi- 
dently very ignorant or very taciturn, 
though I think it is not the latter, because he 
answered those qnestiens of which he evi- 
dently had some little knowledge, without 
any reserve. He was, however, unable to tell 
who commanded the rebel forces, their 
strength, or anything about them, and did 
not even know the number of men in hijown 
regiment. There are only twenty-seven in 
bis company, and he supposes the regiment 
not to be over two hundred strong. Having 
furnished his own horse, he receives $24 per 
month, and feaa received no pay from the 
rebel government for the last eight months. 
A large portion of the rebel cavalry furnish 
their own horses, which they steal from Union 
cilizeLB and onr troops. He enlisted as a sub- 
stitute for one Major Gray, a neighbor of his 
in Hickman county, who was captured at 
Fort Donelson, abd, being exchanged, or hav- 
ing escaped, resigned, and was afterwards 
conscripted. Gray belonged to some Tennes- 
see rebel regiment, and paid Giles $1,000 in 
scrip to go as a substitute. As an evidence of 
the destitution of clothing in Dixie or from 
seme other cause, known or unknown, Giles 
wrars the same coat and vest that no did 
when be entered the rebel army fifteen months 
ago. As my readers m ay imagine, they look 
a iittle the woise for the wear, and to add to 
theii romantic appearance, they contain sev- 
eral million patches. His pants are of a very 
coarse tmg-iike white cloth, and as variegated 
with paicbes as his other articles of apparel. 
His shoes were of the unhewn style, and ap- 
parently modelled as to size and appearance 
abet the rtbel gunboat on Red river. The 
above, tbongh not a flattering, is a very 
truthful picture of private J. H , Giles, company 
D, 9th Tennessee rebel cavalry. 

anotbrr attack. 

The same forces that attacked and butch- 
ered onr men day before yesterday at Nicka- 
jsck Trace made another raid upon our out- 
pests yesteiday morning at that same point, 
but were uneocceaalui in their attempt 
to capture, or butcher, as was their intention. 
Seme ot the outpost guards had a narrow es- 
cape, and barely succeeded in getting into 
camp, miens everything but themselves. 

BXBKL DKFHXCES. 

In our skirmishing with the enemy this 
morning, as we advanced toward Tunnel Hill, 
we found the rosd strongly blockaded with 
abatis aDd stockade work, which the cavalry 
force had to tear down before they could ad- 
vance. The direct wagon road from here to 
TunDel Hill and Dalton, and running by Buz 
zard Roost, is almost impassable from such 
obstructions. Still, from circumstances not 
necessary to mention, they will be useless aa 
an aim of deft nee to the enemy. 

SO lbFANTRT AT TUNNEL HILL. 

That there are no infantry forces at Tunm 1 
Hill is very certain. There is a large fores 
reported ten miles this side or Dalton, where 
they are strongly fortififd. Wheeler has his 
headquarters at Tunnel Hill. All information 
agrees that Joe Johnston baa from 35,000 to 
40,000 men at Dalton. His preparation for 
retieat is complete, everything also being in 
readiness to blow up the bridges as he rall 3 
toward Atlanta, UDless so closely pressed that 
be may be content in saving himself and his 
army. The Tennessee and Northern Georgia 
troops in his command are somewhat disaffect- 
ed with rebel rule; the others will fight des- 
perately. 

NOBLB WORDS. 

One of the officete of the 31 Kentucky, on 
learning that young Wagner was dangerously 
wounded, went to visit and cheer him. Ar- 
riving, he said: “William, I am sorry to see 
you mortally wounded; do yon think you will 
survive.’’ • Oh no," said he, “Death and my- 
self sre shaking hands, and I have only to ask 
that you tell my parents that I died lighting 
for my country, with my face to the foe." 
Yeung Wagner was a truly Christian soldier, 
most exemplary in all his habits, and beloved 
by his comrades in arms. He was wounded 
while foremost in charging the rebels, and 
was cocspicucns for bis bravery and daring in 
the action. His parents reside near Olever- 
port, Ky., and William's brother Junes, who 
also belonged to the same regiment, having 
died at Alliens, Alabama, in the service of his 
country, their parents are thus bereaved at the 
loss of two as noble boys as ever Kentucky 
offered up to sustain her honor and the na- 
tion’s life. May the source of all comfort and 
consolation sustain them in tbeir affliction. 

THE TENTH KENTUCKY. 

I paid a flying visit to the 10th, and found 
them all in the beet of health and spirits, not 
a single individual being on the sick list, and 
if I don’t qualify what I say their wag of a 
quartermaster wili say that their doable or 
married men don't come nnder the phrase 
“single individual," and consequently that 
some of them may be sick. But ail is includ- 
ed, so that the waggish— can’t get off a jeke 
this time at our expense, and we are glad of 
it, since a little of “those commissary" is the 

K nalty inflicted upon the sold individual, and, 
icg temperate, that inspiring liquid cannot 
conscientiously be donated, so that we should 
have to stand what is vulgarly called the bore. 
The 10th was mustered at Lebanon, in 1861, 
under Colonel John M. Harlan They fol- 
lowed the fortunes of Buell through h's cam- 
paign, snd did nobly at Chick-maoi»a anl 
ili g on Ridge. The officers commanding at 
present ore: Colonel — Wm. Hayes; Lieu*. 

Colonel— J. O. Horton; Major — H. O. David- 
son; Surgeon — Charles H Stocking. 

The Colonel ha9 jn3t returned from a brief 
visit to his friends in Wusbington, and was 
• gladly welcomed by (he boys Dr. Stooking 
is a r alive of Ann Arbor, Michigan, and was 



temporarily assigned to the regiment imme- 
diately after the battle of Chickameugo. He 
has proved to be so capable in his profession, 
and so nni versa Uy kind to the men, that he re- 
ceived a unanimous vote to be retained as 
surgeon of the regiment, which position he 
now honorably and efficiently fulfils. 

LIIUTIKANT JAMES B. WATTS. 

I am so favorably impressed with the gen- 
tlemanly deportment and intelligence of this 
fine young officer that I deem it not so much 
a matter of courtesy as duty to give him that 
favorable notice which talents and energy al- 
ways receive. Lientenant Watts is a printer 
by profession, and was for many years a fore- 
man in ihe Journal office. He left this re- 
munerative situation and entered the service, 
bringing with him five printers from the 
office, and all, I believe, entering the samo 
regiment. In 1852 he edited the Danville (111.) 
Indepen dent, and in '50 and ’51 he con- 
tributed to the Columbian, published 
at Cincinnati. Some twelve years 
ego he was employed as a compositor on the 
Globe, where he became acquainted with 
many of the most celebrated literary and 
political celebrities of that day. Being a 
j cung man of good education, easy address, 
aDd excellent conversational powers, he was 
initiated into the mysteries of Washington 
society in its higher phases, and has a vivid 
recollection of men and things in that centre 
of all that’s good and evil in man — the city of 
Washington. Under the signature of “W.” 
he occasionally corresponds with the Journal,

Lessee. He lived in Hickman county. 

POSITION OF TBS FORCES. 

As I write, 2 P. M. (the skirmish lasted 
three hours), the forces on both sides have re- 
sumed their old picket positions. The rebels, 
immediately after our failing back, occupied 
the lines held by them the previous day. All 
is quiet along the the lines. Onr troops are in 
excellent spirit and condition.

THK GREAT MISCEGENATION MEETINQ. 

Danville, Kt., April 30, 1864. 

To Ihe FditCTt of the Louhville Journal: 
Thinking yon would like to hear from this 
part of the State, and especially after such a 
meetirg as was held here on Saturday lost, 
named Bnd styled as above, I concluded in 
my rongh way to detail to you its proceedings. 

A very gieat tffort was made by Dr. R. J. 
Breckinridge, and his four or five under- 
strappers, by circulating posters all over the 
conuty, to collect a large crowd, and, a 3 it 
was tor Saturday evening, as their was 
presetting at two churches in the morning, 
and as it is the enstom cf the people to collect 
Saturday anyhow to hear the news, a very 
large snd interesting meeting was gathered 
together, composed of about twenty five or 
thirty followers, and as many strangers ana 
students, seme rebel sympathizers, some con- 
servative. Union men, and some few of Father 
Ahrahtm’8 favorites — the colored population. 

Before the assembling of the meeting a con- 
troversy arete between one of the loaders of 
the miscegenaters and some outsiders as to 
v ho were entitled to seats iu the meeting, 
when a geniieman spoke out and said be, for 
one, was entitled to a s at, and urged, as the 
reason why, that be had stolen oua negro. 
The definiiion-of miscegenation, as given by 
the originators, means mingling of races or ne- 
gro equality. The meeting was called to or- 
der by seme fugleman, and the Chairman aud 
S.creiary appointed. Tne only prominent 
cbarecmietic in. either character is inor- 
dinate stlf-esteem. 

General Fry then arose; he has been here 
for eight or ten dajs Irom his post at Burr.- 
eide’s Point. His friends say he was detained 
to mske a speech here at this meeting, and 
also to attend a meeting of tne same charac- 
ter, for Ibe tame purpose, to be held at Har- 
rodsbirg on Monday, May 2. 

He spoke I and ob, what a speech it wasl 
It was far more revotatiouary in its charac 
ter than any speech that was ever delivered in 
tbrEO United States, except those of Fred. 
Douglais, Wendell Phillips, or it. J. Breckin- 
ridge. 

There feemed to be no end to bis bitter 
haiargue, until at last even the chairman, 
“the chief of ten thousand, and tho one alto- 
gether li vely," became disgusted himself, and 
prevailed on the speaker to atop, aud pass the 
resolutions; and so ended one of General F.’s 
mighty i Hurls. 

The next thing in order was the appointing 
of a committee. Ten or fifteen names wore 
enrouDCed, end then confusion followed, first 
one and then another asktog to be excused 
until the number was reduced to four, and 
tLey were urged to go and report 6uch reso- 
lutions es they might thiok best. The sum 
and substaice of the resolutions were that 
tiny were for the Abolition Baltimore Con- 
vention.

THB NBW PBB8IDENTIAL EXPOSITION. 

The reader will find in another part of to- 
day’s paper a copy of the letter which Presi- 
dent Lincoln has recently addressed to Colonel 
Hodges, of Kentucky, in explanation and de- 
fence of his “policy,” as regards tho military 
abolition of slavery and the employment of 
negro troops. Colonel Hodges, as onr read-r- 
are aware, is the Editor and proprietor of the 
Fraakfort(Ky.)Commonwealtb, an Admiuia- 
tratin paper, and this letter has been written 
at his request, and in compliance with a sug- 
gestion that its 'publication “would remove 
much of the prejudice which was attempted 
to be created against the President in Ken- 
tucky.” v 

As the President’s letter to Mr. Greeley, in 
the month of August, 1862, was written in 
reply to attacks made upon him at the North 
because of his alleged “deference to rebel 
slavery, ” so the preeent letter is addressed to 
a Kentucky Editor ia reply to certain at- 
tacks cf another kind, made upon the Presi- 
dent in that State and elsewhere, because or 
the different policy which he has adopted 
since the dale of his communication to 'Sc. 
Greeley. 

In the present exposition it will be seen that 
the President affirms that he has “done no of- 
ficial act in mere deference to his abatra. . 
judgment and feeling on Blavery.” He h»j 
been guided solely by hts view of the inili.— 
pensable military necessity under which be 
was called to at t at different epochs of the 
wsr. To this effect he says: 

I felt that measure* ‘otherwise nnconetituttonM 
might become lawful by becoming iodiepeuaublo to the 
preservation of the Constitution tbrou.h the preser. 
ration of the nation. Right or wrong, I assumed this 

? round, aud now avow it. I could not feel that, 1 1 ‘.he 
eat of myah.l.tj.l bnd even tried .0 preser vasal* 
Constitution. It; to save slavery or any minor matter, 
I should permit the wreck of Government, Country, 
and Constitution altogether." 

It will be seen that in stating this prapasi- 
tion the President confesses that before he ia- 
sotd the | reclamation of September, 1862. be 
bed teen trying to save slavery. And he fur- 
ther implies that he did not give over this at- 
tempt until be was brought to the conviction 
that be ccnld save the Union and the Govern- 
ment only by destroying slavery. And it wa 3 
not until he had reached this conviction, that 
be believed it “constitutional” for him to take 
the step he did. We must further assume 
that in iLub taking a step which would have 
beeD, he 6ays, “other wise unconstitutional,’, 
he euppoeed it would save “the Government, 
touLtry, and Constitution from wreck alto- 
gether.” 

The “constitutionality” of military eman- 
cipation therefore became, in the m ind of the 
President, simply a quts'ion depending on the 
physical aspects of our struggle with the in- 
surgents. As long as it was probable we 
could tuccet-d without destroying slavery, 
military emancipation was "unconsti'u ioit- 
*1.” When it became probable that we could 
net succeed without destroying slavery, mili- 
tary emancipation was “constitutional." Ac- 
cordingly, the military abolition of slavery 
became prospectively ‘'constitutional’' in iiri 
opinion on the 221 c>t September, 1862, when 
be ie:-E>.d hia preliminary proclamation of 
enwn< ipation. It became actually “constitu- 
tional" on the let of January, 1863, vh»a he 
centum mated 1 is policy under this head. The 
gradations and dates under which the meas- 
ure pe.ssed from the elate of being unconsti n- 
tional into the stateofbtiugccnstituiionalare 
tins defined by the President: 

Wliep, early in tho war. Gen. Fremont attempted 
military emancipation, llorhado it, because I tin not 
ti to iliink it an indispensable necessity. Wi en, a 
little later, Gcc. Cameron, then Secretary of War, ku«- 
g*st d the mi ni'Dfj cf the blacks, 1 objected, bee u*3 1 
dio notyeithinfctt :»n ind spendable necessity.

As, according to the President’s argument, 
military emancipation was “constlta tioii.il” 
only on ibe condition of being an "iadisnen- 
sable red ssity" to s-ve the Union, it e-e-ns 
to us that he ought to have been confi rent of 
its EBCeess whtn he resorted to it. Tots, he 
says, v^as not the ca.sc. And that it w is nst 
to we know from the statement he in a rs to a 
deputation cf clergymen from Chicago, only 
a week before be issued, bis proclatu run of 
Sept< mber 22, 1862. At that date he said:

The President docs not touch tho difficulty 
to which many enlightened friends of tho Gov-

JST Captain John M. King, of the rebel

The Pre?s 
eejs chunges were made here in the Depart- 
ment, and the single-legged Captain was for- 
gotten. A few days ago he was noticed, and, 
the facts being icqnired into, was put under 
ai rest, and will be forwarded to day for ex- 
change. 

Execution at Mlmphis — Thomas Martin 
Smith, convicted before a military cotnmij- 
eion of attempting to famish tbe rebels with 
munitions of war, was executed on last Fri- 
day at Fort Pickering, Memphis. For sev- 
eral days previous to bis death he had been 
engaged in religions devotions, and on the 
scaffold expressed himself as feeling the con- 
solation and hope afforded by Christianity 
end a sincere repentance. He addressed a 
few words to the thousands gathered around 
tbe scaffold to witness the execution: 

He said that he wa3 guilty, acknowledged 
he had done wrong, and that the punish- 
ment was merited; that when be was com- 
mitted to prison he was not prepared to meet 
death, but now he thanked God ha was pre- 
pared; that Mr. Login was not engaged with 
him in smuggling, but that a man by the 
nameo’Saii't', who had cutoe down the river 
with him bad; concladcd by urging upon all 
those present tbe necessity of obeuience to the 
laws of the land a3 well as thoso of God. Ha 
then knelt in prayer with the attending min- 
is er, a ter which, ihe wfci ecap having been 
drawn over his face, forever shalling out the 
world from his view, his legs were tied to- 
gether with a cord, bis arms pinioned, the 
noose at justed, and upon a signal given by 
tbe PicvfcSt Marshal, the bolt was drawn, the 
drep fell, and the unfortunate man Bfovly 
dropped into agonies which terminated in 
deafo, w hen he b&ifoung for probably ten min- 
utes. The cause of ttis was that the drop was 
made from green wood, which, exposed to the 
lain storm of Wednesday night, became 
swollen so that the trap-door only gave way 
slowly before the weight ot the unfortunate 
maD, who was rather strangled than hung to 
death. After hanging a half hour the body 
was cut down, placid in a coffin, and interred. 
The Eobffold was surrounded by four com- 
panies cf colored troops, who formed a hollow 
square, and tbe ccrtmonieBof preparation and 
hr- wing 'bo bolt were performed by a negro 
man sptcially employed.

ADDRESS. 

Gentlemen of the School Board: 

Ooe of the provisions of the charter makes 
it obligatory upon a member of this Board, on 
removing from the ward in which he has been 
elected to any other, to tender his resignation 
in erdtr that a successor may be elected, and 
thus secure to the Board an equal representa- 
tion from each ward of the city. 

Intending in a few days to leave the ward 
in which I now reside, in conformity to the 
provision of tbe charter referred to, I herewith 
tender my resigeation as a trustee of the Ninth 
Ward. Indulge me, gentlemen, in a few 
words before the ties which have so long 
bound me to you are formally severed. 

The young man who, after mature delibera- 
tion, has decided to leave tbe patern al roof, 
aud po forth into the world to establish for 
himself a name and a reputation among stran- 
gers, is very apt, when he his started on his 
journey, and ere the old homestead is lost to 
hie view, to peusc and cs-st a fond, lingering 
lock behind upon the spot around which clus- 
ter so many pleasing and hallowed associa- 
liot9 And in the few brief moments spent 
in gszing upon it, perchance for the last lime 
cn eenh, what a variety of scenes pass in re- 
view before himl Ho pausts to dwell fora 
moment on the remembrances of the pas t, ere 
be advances upon the untried realities of the 
future. 

In like manner at this moment tho recollec- 
tions of the past fill my mind as the long lino 
of associates who have labored with me in 
this great woik of benevolence pass in review 
before me. A few ot them are here ta-m -lit; 
many are living in onr midst and pursuing 
thiir accustomed avocations, and many oth 
cis have gone to reap the reward of their 
labors. 

Ab my mind reverts to tbe periol of 
the organization of the School Board in the 
year 1851, I find myeeif Ihe only member 
among yon who participated in that organi- 
zation. Great indeed have been the changes 
which have occurred 6ince then. 

The early history of the Board was marked 
by ficqnent triale, embarrassments, and disap- 
pointments Nor has its more recent history 
been entirely exempt from any of these; but 
throughout its existence there ha3 ever n.-en 
evinced a settled purpose on the part of its 
members to stem the tide of opposition and 
surmount every obstacle calculated to impede 
it in its onward march of usefulness. Not (in- 
frequently has it been charged with being 
grasping, smbitious, extravagant, reckless. 
Now, it to demand what rightfully belongs to 
it, and not to be satisfied with anything short 
ot 'his, begri sp ng, then it has been so; or if tr 
improve and elevate the standard of education 
and strive to make it equal, if not superior, to 
that of other systems iu the country, bo am- 
bitious, then has it beea ambitious; and if to 
conduct its financial affairs, in ill respects, ai 
tbe prudent and sagacious business man would 
conduct his owd, be regarded as extrkvagant 
or reckless, then be it so. Its records will 
furnish abundant evidence to refute these alle- 
gations, and, in a financial point of view, it 
can proudly challenge a comparison with any 
Other public body. 

From first to last it has been fho constant 
aim of those associated with me to carry on’, 
in letter and spirit, the design of thosa who 
engrafted this system of education upon the 
present charter, and in carrying it forward to 
its pretent practical results we have been sus- 
tained by a large majority of onr citizens, 
who have witnessed, with unfeigned pleasure, 
their advance from what was familiarly termed 
“papper schools" to aetandard of excellence 
in ail retpre ts worthy the countenance and 
support ot the best of onr community, who 
tuve in late years been the most lioeral pat- 
rons of them. And we have besn amply com- 
pensated for the time and labor bestowed in 
the knowledge that we have been the instru- 
ments, under God, of doing some good to 
those w ho surround us, in our day and gene- 
ration. 

ALdnow, gentlemen, I retarnyou my most 
sincere and bearttelt thanks, for me uniform 
kiuoneis, consideration, approbation, and 
htariy co-operation, which 1 have received at 
year bands, during ihu long period in winch 
i have presided over your deliberations, and 
I shall always look back on my connec- 
tion with the public schoo s of Louisville os 
a bright and green spot in tbe rugged j rurncy 
of liie. If, in the discharge of my officul 
dntiie, I have ever abridged the lirbts or 
wounded the feeliDgs ot any, I asoure you 
that it was done through ignorance and act 
intentionally. 

In tuirtndering the important trust, my 
eaimal desire is tbat my successor may expe- 
rience Ihe same marks of approval that have 
fallen to my lot, and that bis administration 
may be crowned with tar greater success th.u 
has attended mine. 

And now, by all the experience of the post, 
the success attending y our present efforts, and 
the tr fc.bt prof pecs of the future, by the 
hundreds ol living witnestes weo ere in- 
debted to the public s bools of Louis- 
ville for ihe honorable positions they occupy 
in society, and who, but for tbeir influences, 
might have been doomed to lives of indo- 
lence and degiudHtion, as well as by ihe tens 
ot thoo-anca who in the future may yet 
rise up to call you bleiseti; by ill these cou- 
Bidi rations I charge you to guard well the 
sacred trust confi ted in your keeping, and 
suffer it in no wise to languish. Aud that He 
who mt-tks the sparrow's fall, and nummrs 
tie hairs of our heads, may watch over you 
and direct you to the enactment of such msa 
cures aa will surely lend to the most beneficial 
results to tbe iducaffoual interests of our city, 
is my sincere and ardent desire. It will re- 
main for me to add another word, and that

t&‘ The New York Times, in beginning a 
very extravagant eulogy upon Mr. Lincoln’s 
letter to Mr. Hodges, says: 

No one can wonder, after reading this let- 
ter, that Gov. Bramlette, who had previously 
Beriously contemplated organized resistance to 
the enlistment of colored troops in Kentucky, 
was so completely disarmed by its spirit and 
sentiments, and from that time forward gave 
the President his confidence and support. It 
could not but satisfy any reasonable loyal 
man, whatever his feelings on the subject of 
slavery. 

The Times commits two very great errors 
here. Governor Bramletts never contem- 

plated unlawful resistance to the enforce- 
ment of the enrolment law ; and the views 
and sentiments repeated by Mr. Lincoln 
in this letter effected no chaDge whatever in 
the views and sentiments of Governor Bram- 
lette, who returned from Washington, as he 
went thither, a stanch and earnest conserva- 
tive, and who now gives Mr. Lincoln no lees 
and no greater confidence and support than 
the bulk of the Conservative Unionists 
of Kontucky give him. Mr. Lincoln treated 
Governor Bramlette with courtesy, said that 
the people of Kentucky shoqld be subjected 
to no wrongs and annoyances outside of the 
enrolment law and the other laws concerning 
negroes, and manifested a disposition to bestow 
upon Kentuckians every favor which could be 
reasonably claimed under the existing laws; 
which Governor Bramlette very cheerfully 
stated in response to the application of Mr. 
Hodges. And this is the whole of it. The 
question of the lawfulness and policy of 
the laws themselves was not raised or 
discussed by Governor Bramlette, as most 
assuredly bis opinion on the question 
remains perfectly unchanged. He is, we re- 
peat, a stanch and earnest conservative, and is 
consequently the adversary and not the sup- 
porter of Mr. Lincoln as a party chief. The 
manufacturers of public sentiment in Mr. Lin- 
coln’s behalf are getting to bo so extremely 
keen that one can hardly speak of the Presi- 
dent with civility without being forthwith 
enrolled as his follower. We look upon the 
indication as a very cheering one, ridiculous 
as it is in itself, since the demand must be 
pressing when the supply is sought with suck 
absurd avidity. 

Some of the abolition journals are 
quoting Jefferson’s letter to Colvin, with the 
view of screening or softening the enormity of 
Mr. Lincoln’s doctrine that whatever the ex- 
ecutive deems indispensable is lawful. If it 
could be fairly established that Jefferson ever 
asserted this doctrine, the result would sully 
his name, without removing the spot from 
Mr. Lincoln’s; for the doctrine, manifestly 
subversive of all constitutional government, 
cannot be ennobled by any name, however 
-bright and revered. The result would be so 
much the worse for Jefferson and none the 
better for Mr. Lincoln. But the result cannot 
be fairly established. 

The letter to Colvin is quoted by the jour- 
nals in question as follows: 

The question you propose, whether circum- 
stances do not sometimes occnr which make 
it a duty in officers of high trust to assume 
authorities beyond the law, is easy of solution 
in principle, but sometimes embarrassing in 
practice. A strict observance of the written 
law is doubtless one of the high duties of a 
good citizen, bnt it is not the highest. The 
laws of necessity, of self-preservation, of sav- 
ing our country when in danger, are of higher 
obligation. To lose our country by a scrupu- 
lous adherence to written law, would be to 
lOEe the law itself, with life, liberty, property, 
and all those who are enjoying them with us; 
thus absurdly sacrificing the end to the means. 

When, in the battle of Germantown, Gen- 
eral Washington’s army was annoyed from 
Chew’s house, he did not hesitate to plant his 
cannon against it, though the property of a 
citizen. When he besieged Yorktown he 
levelled the suburbs, feeling that the laws of 
property must be postponed to the safety of 
thenatiOD. While thearmy was before York, 
the Governor of Virginta took horses, car- 
riages, provisions, and even men by force, to 
enable the army to stay together till it could 
master the public enemy ; and he was justified. 

A ship at sea, in distress for provisions, meets 
another having abundance, yet refusing a 
supply ; the law of self-preservation author- 
izes the distressed to take a supply by force. 

In all these casts, the unwritten law of neces- 
sity, of eelf- preservation, and of the public 
safety control the written laws of meum and 
turns. 

Mr. Jefferson, it must be owned, expressed 
himself very loosely in this letter, but his il- 
lustrations serve to define his view. All his 
instances except the one last mentioned, it 
will be remarked, fall within the general 
scope of the acknowledged laws of war, and 
are not necessarily violations of the written 
law at all, while the one last mentioned be- 
longs to those cases of extreme necessity which 
moralists recognize as excusing though not 
justifying a departure from even the rules of 
morality, as when a man kills another to save 
his own life or the life of his friend, or when 
he steals or lies for the same purpose. Mr. 
Jefferson’s view, therefore, is at bottom no 
other than the received view concerning ne- 
cessity military and moral, the instances he 
employed to illustrate his view showing that 
the general terms in which he asserted 
it are loose and inapt. At most and 
worst, Mr. Jefferson’s language, fairly con- 
strued, can be drawn no further than to the 
assertion that a citizen, in an extreme and in- 
stant emergency, may excusably transgress 
the law, at the same time acknowledging his 
accountability to the law for the transgres- 
sion, and throwing himself upon the proper 
tribunals for indemnity. This is the utmost 
extent to which Mr. Jefferson’s language can 
be fairly stretched. We are sure no intelli- 
gent and candid. man will attempt to stretch 
it further. 

But this comes far short of the doctrine of 
Mr. Lincoln, who declares, that, whenever the 
executive deems it indispensable to violate 
the constitution, the violation becomes ipso 
facto lawful; — that, in other words, the will of 
the executive and not the constitution is the 
supreme law. Mr. Jefferson’s view, in its ex- 
tremest form, leaves the supremacy and maj 
esty of the constitution unquestioned, rq-_ 
quiring the transgressor to acknowl- 
edge his transgression, to account for 
it to the law, and to accept 
indemnity or submit to punishment as 
the lawful tribunals may adjudge. Mr. Lin- 
coln’s doctrine, on the contrary, subjects the 
constitution to the will of the executive, en- 
joining the violator to proclaim the lawful- 
ness of the violation, and to hold himself un- 
accountable for it to the law. The one, if car- 
ried into practice, is simply an acknowledged 
transgression of the constitution, and as such 
is duly remedied. The other, if carried into 
practice, is the subversion of the constitution, 
and stands unremedied and unremediable. 
The one does not even question the supremecy 
of the constitution in any event conceivable 
or inconceivable. The other necessarily ex- 
tinguishes the supremacy of the constitution 
The two are no more alike than liberty and 
despotism or light and darkness. 

The apologists of Mr. Lincoln may as well 
abandon all hope of aid or comfort from Jef- 
ferson, who, although he wrote voluminously, 
and consequently wrote sometimes heedlessly 
And even sophisticaily, never wrote anything 
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in favor of Mr. Lincoln’s absurd and tyrannical 
doctrine. Never! The luminous name of 
Jtfferson is free from this dark spot; though, 
if it were not, as we intimated at the begin- 
ning, the eclipse of the name of Lincoln 
would be none the less deep and lasting, 
larth has no glory bright enough to charm 
way the reproash of such a doctrine. 

The Richmond Examiner is always in 
bad humor of late; this cannot arise from in- 
digestion, for there is nothing in Dixie to 
bring about dyspeptic effects, but evidently 
lesultsfrom a chronic ailment. It does not 
like the high prices of everything in that quar- 
ter, and it does not like Jeff Davis or his fast 
days, or indeed for that matter, his unbending 
obstinacy and hanteur. As these are all J eff 
has acquired as the fruits of rebellion, the Ex- 
aminer is mad because he makes an unfair 
division of the spoils. ‘‘His obstinacy,” 
it says, is for “his friends, his supporters, his 
rightful counsellors, the men who created this 
confederate movement and elevated him to 
his great office;” to them he is as ‘‘hard as 
flint;” but there is a converse to this picture, 
and the Examiner says, “let the u"olie enemy 
command him at his peril to eat his owu 
words and come down from his high ground, 
and who so politic and ‘reasonable’ as he? 
His Stern self-will is for ns — his confederates — 
bis gracious gentleness to our foes. Tri 
urnph and gratified pride are for them; 
for ns, fasting, humiliation, and prayer.” 
And thus the Examiner prepared itself, and it 
trusted its readers also, to meet iu fitting 
frame of mind the services of the fast on Fri- 
day, the 8th inst. But as neither rubric nor 
“pious chanson” gave a proper prayer, it im- 
provised one with this advice: 

Let us fast on this day as only Confederates 
can; let ns clothe our souls in the sackcloth 
and ashes of hnmility, and let ns pray, say- 
iDg: “From all privy conspiracy and hugger- 
mugger, from canting and recanting, and all 
other shuffling sin, from the crafts and as- 
saults of the devil and Yankee Democrats — 
good Lord deliver ns!” 

“Fast as only Confederates can” is a graph- 
ic expression and shows bow catholic must 
hate been the response to the call of Jeff. It 
is notable, too, bow the Examiner finds rai- 
ment for the soul when its bodily wants are 
the synonym of hatless, bootless, shirtless na- 
kedness. Its prayer, too, is to the old refrain, 
“good Lord, poor Devil,” one call above for 
help and another below for an unbending of 
obstinacy and hauteur. One will be answered 
as soon as the other; the rebels cannot ex- 
pect to serve God and Mammon; when they 
repent of their folly and their blind madness, 
help will come; until then their cries for help 
will ascend as sparks, to be quenched as soon 

as they rise. 

Thb Bowling Green Forgbrx. — Last week 
we published a letter from Bowling Green 
which purported to give the proceedings of a 
meeting of the Union citizens of Warren 
county to select delegates to the Convention 
to be held in this city on the 25th inst., but 
which turned out to be a mean and contempti- 
ble fabrication, as all the names osed belong 
to negroes who are well known in that com- 
munity. When the deception was discovered, 
we sent the original manuscript to Bowling 
Green for the purpose of identifying the hand- 
writing, if possible, and fixing the brand of 
this insnlting forgery upon its proper author. 
We have succeeded in tracing the paternity of 
the letter, and we place it at the door of Lieut. 
W. B. King, of the 2d Ohio heavy artillery, 
who is acting as Post Adjutant to M. B. 
Ewing, Lieut. Colonel commanding the Post. 
We have before us an official pass issued by 
this officer which is in the same handwriting 
as the false letter, and the peculiarities of his 
cbirography are such that the identity cannot 
be mistaken. We are aware that such 
things are indulged in sometimes for “a 
lark,” but iu this instance a direct insult 
was offered to the people of the county, 
for the protection of whom Lieutenant King, 
with others, has been detailed. We do not 
know in what spirit Lieutenant King dictat- 
ed this frand, and we shonld hardly have con- 
sidered it worth our while to investigate 
its source had it not become necessary to 
avert suspicion from other individuals. We 
are gratified to know that the filthy thing did 
cot emanate from any citizen of Kentucky, 
and we sincerely sympathize with our sister 
State of Ohio that among her gallant soldiers 
has been found one capable of com- 
mitting an action which is as revolting to a just 
sense of propriety as was the condnct of M&r- 
mion to the Earl of Douglas, when he ex- 
claimed : 

A letter forged ! St. Jude to speed ! 

Did ever knight bo foul a deed t 



VW" The United States Senate was intended 
by the fathers of the Republic to temper, by 
its wiedom, its dignity, and its calmness, the 
agitation, the passions, the haste, and the 
probable or possible nltraism of the lower 
branch of Congress. And, for many years, it 
was what it was designed to be. But tho39 
years, we greatly fear, have gone by. We 
are not prepared to say much for the Houso of 
Representatives, and indeed we say very little 
for it in saying that it is quite equal if no; 
considerably superior to the higher body which 
has always been regarded as holding it in 
check. 

The master-spirits of the Senate, the great ( 
calm giants of po3t years, are gone, and thtro 
seem to be none who have the power or even 
the noble ambition to take their places. Fury 
and fanaticism seem to be worse in some in- 
stances in the Senate than in the House. The 
latter body appears to be checking the former. 
The Senate last week, on the bill to organize 
Montana Territory, adopted a provision, ac- 
cording to the telegraph, to grant to negroes 
the right to vote, but, although a commit- 
tee of the House made a report recommending 
that the House concur in the negro suffrage 
provision, the House itself refused by a ma- 
jority of thirty. The House then gave in- 
structions to its new Committee of Confer- 
ence to agree to no bill authorizing negro 
suffrage, but the Senate, resenting the con- 
servatism of the House, refused to appoint 
another Committee of Conference. 

We hope that the House, proud or vain of 
the very small degree of conservatism that it 
has exhibited in this instance, will feel en- 
couraged to see what it can do hereafter in 
the way of rebuking Senatorial and Executive 
nltraism. 

Jgf'Seeretary Chase, in an official commu- 
nication to Mr. Fessenden, the chairman of 
the Senate Committee on Finance, expresses 
the opinion that the present high premium ou 
gold "can be attributed only to one or two 
causes, and is probably due in part to eaoh — 
first, to the increase of notes of local banks; 
and, secondly, to the efforts of speculators.” 
With all due respect to the Secretary’s opin- 
ion, we may express onr ewn that other 
causes are involved and have no little influ- 
ence in the matter. Among these are the 
profuse expenditures of the National Govern- 
ment; the consequently rapid increase of 
the national debt; the failure of our immense 
forces in the field to achieve the success that 
has been anticipated ; want of confidence in 
the measures adopted by the Administration 
for bringing the war to a close and the re- 
sulting apprehension that the end of the 
rebellion may still be a considerable way off. 

We fully believe that the causes which we 
have enumerated operated more powerfully 
than those assigned by the Secretary of the 
Treasury. 

|©~A correspondent asks whether it is 
possible that Dr. Breckinridge goes all lengths 
upon the radical questions. All lengths? 
Yes, and he probably weeps, like “Macedo- 
nia’s madman,” that there are not other 
lengths for him to go. He never willingly 
let himself be outdone in anything he under- 
took, and it isn’t likely he is going at this 
time of day to let himself be out-niggered.

The subjoined passage from the telegraphic 
report of the proceedings in Congress last Sat- 
uiday may possibly throw some light upon 
the circumstance ; 

Mr. Oiav. Kentucky, said thd Property 
of his constituents had been stolen fronl the 
plantations — not only negroes, but stock, and 
everything else. Negroes who were valua- 
ble were taken into the military service, while 
useless slaves and women and children are 
supported at the expense of the Government, 
without a particle of law. The Government 
protected its officers in stealing negroes. He 
knew it to be true. He had suffered himself, 
and to the truth of this he would swear in a 
court. He asked for nothing but what the 
law and the constitution gave him; when 
these rights were trampled on he would rai3e 
his voice egainet it. 

Mr. Elliott Baid he understood the gentleman 
from Kentucky to charge that the Govern- 
ment officers had stolen negroes. Did the 
gentleman say that they had yet to learn that 
any such statements are not the truth? 

Mr. Clay answered, I do. 

M r. Elliott denied the statement that negroes 
had been stolen by any officers. 

Mr. Clay said thousands of contrabands 
wire dying in camp of all diseases, and imag- 
ined they were rotting in filth. 

Mr. Eliott said that it had been his warm- 
est wish that a freedmen’s bureau should be 
organized to avoid any difficulty. 

Mr. Clay, resuming, said such mortality was 
in the want of your system. You care no 
more for a negro than you do for a horse. 
You are purchasing these negroes with boun- 
ties to save white men. My patience is worn 
out. I would rather be a slaveholder than a 
robber, stealing all over the country. 

The passage itself is worthy of attention, 
whether it does or does not throw any 
light upon the circumstance we have men- 
tioned. 

Jgjr Calling out the militia of the great 
f gricultural States, the New York Journal of 
Commerce says, is a lamentable necessity, as 
labor in those States was already in demand 
fer beyond the supply, to prosecute the routine 
of agricultural operations through the spring 
months. Such a drain as that now proposed will 
materially affect the production of cereals in the 
Northwest, and reduce, in a ratio exactly cor- 
responding with the extent of its influence, 
the wealth ordinarily received into the coun- 
try through the channels of our domestic in- 
dustry. Having reference to this, this extra- 
ordinary call for military service could not 
come at a moment more inopportune, bat all 
considerations now must give way to the 
great demand of the nation.

A Hurried Psockediko. — The old gentle- 
man that was mu over by a two horss wagon 
in the Eastern District, on Tuesday evening, 
and killed, proves to be John Jones, father of 
Shelton Jones, the well-known conductor on 
the Frankfort Railroad. It appears that the 
old gentleman had left home in the morning 
with his fishing-tackle, to enjoy a pleasant 
day of recreation. In returning from the pond 
bn Mr. Edwards’s premises, he met with asud- 
Sen and violent death, a3 stated by us yester- 
day morning. The face of the old gentleman 
was strange to the residents of the Eastern 
District, as he but seldom ventures from his 
residence on Werzel street, between Market 
and Jefferson. The Coroner was sent for, and 
an inquest held over the body. The jury was 
unable to learn the name of the deceased, and 
rendered a verdict to such effect. The age 
and respectable appearance of the unfortunate 
man, together with the fact of his having fish- 
ing-tackle in his possession, we think, should 
have mggeated the idea to the Coroner and 
jurors that the deceased was a resident of the 
city, possessed of friends interested in hi3 wel- 
fare; and an effort should have been made to 
find out his residence, and furnish his frieads 
some information in regard to his melancholy 
end. 

Mr. Shelton Jones returned from Frankfort 
yesterday morning, and, oa reaching home, 
found the household in a state of alarm in re- 
gard to the absence of the aged parent. They 
wer e unable to account for it, but hoped that 
he had stopped to spend the night with a 
friend. The morning wore on, and no tidings 
were heard of the missing one. The morning 
papers were laid upon the table, and the para- 
graph giving the particulars of the sad death 
of an old man, with name unknown, awaken- 
ed the worst snspieions. Inquiries were start- 
ed as to what disposition had been made of 
the b<#y, when it was learned that the re- 
i had been hurried with unseemly haste 
Ta rude grave in the Jefferson street bury- 
' jng-ground immediately after the verdict of 
the jury bad been recorded. The state- 
ment furnished in regard to the dres3 and ap- 
pearance of the pld man corresponded with 
those of Mr. Jones, and laborers were at 
once sent to exhume the body. The remains 
were' immediately recognized by the friends 
of the deceased, and the lifeless form was re- 
moved yesterday afternoon to the residence of 
be mourning relatives. A new coffia has 
been obtained, and the body prepared for de- 
cent interment The remains will be laid to- 
day in the family burving-gronnd. The 
friends and relatives of the deceased are 
deeply pained and shocked by the unfortunate 
occurrence, and the harried manner in which 
the father was furnished a pauper’s grave. 
And well they may be. We hope, for decen- 
cy’s sake, that hereafter more re3pect may oe 
shown to the unfortunate dead. 

Barracks News.— T he receipts at the bar- 
racks yesterday were quite light. The whole 
number of convalescents received were seventy 
from various points. Twelve prisoners ar- 
rived from Cairo, under guard. A lively haul 
of deserters was made in Jeffersonville yes- 
terday. The whole number arrested was 
eight, five belonging to the 10th Indiana cav- 
alry, one to the 13th Indiana volunteers, one 
to the 23d Indiana, and William Armstrong, 
of the 6th Kentucky cavalry. They were 
brought to this side of the Ohio, and confined 
in prison. The transfers yesterday largely 
overbalanced the receipts. One hundred and 
six stragglers and recruits were forwarded to 
Nashville, sixteen to Washington, six to 
, Wheeling, two to Camp Chase, two to Parkers- 
urg, and one to Harrisbnrg. Seven prison- 
eEacre transferred to Washington, and eigh- 
teen uSNashville. Adam Pyram, of the 10th 
Iowa cavalry, sentenced by a general court- 
martial to be confined to bard labor the balance 
of bis term of enlistment on the fortifications 
of Vicksburg, was sent down the river to 
have his sentence carried into execution. 



Jkffrrson County Circuit Court. — Wm. 
Sutton, charged with burglary, was tried, 
found guilty, and sentenced to be confined at 
bard labor in the State Penitentiary fur a term 
of two years. 

The plea of nolle prosequi was entered on 
the separate calling of each of the following 

cases: 

Glasgow Ben net te (f. m. c.), charged with 
aiding slaves to escape; McLaughin and 
Elisha Rose, charged with robbery. 

Martin Moran, charged with malicious stab- 
bing; verdict of jury, not guilty. 

Robert Smith, charged with murder — case 
continued. It Beems hard to obtain a jury iu 
this case. Some sixty persons were examined 
yesterday, but were decided incempetent,each 
having read the published testimony elicited 
in the trial before the Police Court, and formed 
an opinion in regard to the ca3e. The Court 
adjourned in the evening, having been able to 
obtain but eight competent jurors.

Rebel Mail-Carrier Sentenced to the 
Pen itentiar y.— On Friday, says the Wheel- 
ing Intelligencer, Miss Sallie Pollock, a resi- 
dent of Cumberland, Maryland, arrived in 
that city, under charge of Lieutenant Neid- 
art, of the Sixth Western Virginia infantry, 
she having been sentencad to imprisonment 
in the Western Penitentiary, at Alleghany 
City, until the conclusion of the war. Capt. 
Birmingham, of that institution, refused to 
receive the prieoner unless she was subjected 
to the regular prison discipline. The Lieu- 
tenant refused to deliver np the prisoner un- 
der these conditions, and she was given into 
the custody of Capt. Wright to await orders 
from General Sigel. She is accordingly un- 
der guard at the Girard Honse, Pittsburg. 

The prisoner was convicted before a mili- 
tary commission held in Cumberland, Mary- 
land, on the 11th ult., of being a rebel mail- 
carrier, and was sentenced to be confined in 
the Western Penitentiary during the continu- 
ance of the war. She is apparently very in- 
telligent, and is well posted in relation to the 
movements of troops in Western Virginia. 
The prisoner is said to be in very poor health, 
and is accompanied by a lady who intended 
to wait on her during her imprisonment in 
the Penitentiary. It is probable that she will 
be transferred to the female prison in Massa- 
chusetts.

Washington, May 4. 

SENATE. 

Mr. Lane introduced a bill instructing the 
Military Committee to inquire into the expe- 
diency of reporting a bill to pay tor prop- 
erty taken during the war, excluding slave 
property. 

Objected to, and laid over. 

Tbe reeolation of Mr. Sherman was taken 
up. It is as follows: That a quorumofthe 
whole of the Senate shall consist of a ma- 
jority efthe Senators duly qualified or cho- 
sen, nnd that if a majority of the presidential 
electors duly appointed and qualified vote for 
one person, he shall be the President of the 
United States; and if the election of a Presi- 
dent devolves upon tho Haase of Representa- 
tives, ana the votes of a majority of the States 
represented in the House be cast for one per- 
son, then he shall be declared President elect 
of the United States. 

Mr. Davis opposed the resolution at consid- 
erable length. 

The resolution concerning a quorum in the 
Senate was parsed. 

The report of the Conference Committe on 
tbe bill establishing a Bureau of Military Jus- 
tice^was not agreed to. 

HOUSE. 

Mr. Farnsworth, of Illinois, offered a reso- 
lution that the Secretary of the Treasury in- 
form the Honse whether there is employed in 
tbe Treasury a elerk as Assistant Register by 
the name ot Garnett, and whether said Gar- 
rett bed not he’d a position in the rebel army, 
and if he was not a prisoner in the Old Capi- 
tol, and who recommended him for the posi- 
tion he now holds in the Treasury Depait- 
meaL 

Mr. Fenttr suggested that the resolution bs 
referred fo the Select Committee, now inves- 
tigating the elixirs of the Treasury Depart- 
ment. 

Mr. Farnsworth sail he brought no charges 
against the Treasury Department. He had no 
feeling on the subject, but thought the inquiry 
was proper, as this Garnett had beeu a cap- 
lain iu the rebel army. 

Mr. SpauldiDg, of Ohio, hoped the resolu- 
tion would be acted on directly. 

Mr. Stevens eaid that the resolution had 
better lie over until to-morrow. Taeohjer- 
tion being thus made, the resolution wa3 laid 
over. 

Mr. Farnsworth said he would consent that 
tbe resolution should be referred to the Select 
Committee. 

Mr Spaulding objected. 

On motion of Mr. Stevens, the House went 
into coBimittee of tbe whole on tbe state of 
tbe UnioD, Mr. Steele, of Now York, iu the 
chair.

The Commanding General has learned that 
notwithstanding the caution contained in 
genera! orders No. 22, of April 25th, 1984, 
from these headquarters, that there are men 
in the army who refuse to do duty on the 
ground that tbeir term of service has expired.

ished with death, without trial, unless they 
return to duty; and hereafter any soldier who 
refuses to do duty on a similar plea will im- 
mediately be shot without the form of trial 
whatever. The honor of the service and the 
necessity of tbe hour admit of no other dis- 
position of such cases. 

The Commanding General again expresses 
tbe hope that tho soldiers of the army will 
respectfully and cheerfally abide by decisions 
of the War Department with respect to their 
term of service. He has no further word or 
warning for those who, at a time like tbe 
present, choose to defy authority. Corps 
and other independent commanders are charg- 
ed with the execution of this order.

Philadelphia, May 4. 
The Inquirer has the following special des- 
patch from Baltimore: 

“I conversed to-day with a deserter from 
tbe rebel army, and only a few days from 
Richmond, who took the oath of allegiance. 
He was born in Virginia, has been in the 
Southern army three years, and seen amch 
service. He says Longstreet and his whole 
at my were in Richmond some weeks ago. 
He bas been all through Lee’s army and for- 
tifications, and thinks them impregnable from 
a front attack. He Bays the whole strength 
of Lee's present army is not over 80 000 men; 
tbtir food and clothes are bad. but better now 
than heretofore. The rebel officers and lead- 
ers pretend to be sanguine of succe33, but tbe 
rank and file are discouraged and less hopeful. 
The rebel cava! ry horses are nearly starved, 
and unable to stand fatigue. Only the fear 
ot being shot prevents thousands of rebel pri- 
vates from deserting. They all want peace 
on any terms. Lee fears most an attack in 
t l e rear and being outflanked. Evident prepa- 
ra'ions were seen at Richmond for removing 
the archives and civil officials further South. 
The whole city is in a terrible state of com- 
motion. My informant says Lee’s fortifici- 
tions extend many miles back of his present 
position on the Rapid Ann.” 

New York, May 4. 

Newterre advices to April 30, confirm 
the evacuation of Washington, North Caroli- 
ne, by order oi Gen. Butler. After spiking the 
guns, and tho destruction of much property 
that could not be carried off, it was discovered 
tl at the enemy had left for Virgihia, leaving 
tut teven companies in front of this place. 

The rebels have already commenced mas- 
sacreeing all who have accepted the amnesty 
proclamation, and pressing into the service all 
capable ot bearing arms. 

Gen. Pratt is ordered to report to God. 
Butler’s headquarters for such light duty as 
his health will enable him to perform.

The s’earoer Liberty No. 2, from Memphis 
for Louisville, arrived with 450 bales of cot- 
ton and Memphis dates of yesterday evening.

'Jug maiket is firm, and all offer- 
are taken at the advanced rates. 

The steamer Wilson arrived, with three 
barges laden with cotton, the same cargo 
mentioned in a former despatch as having 
arrived at Memphis.

LOUISVILLE JOURNAL 

Lettkb from John Botts. — A mong the se- 
lections from an autograph album of the 
Brookljn (Long Island) Pair we find the fol- 
lowing: 

VP” C °™to, Va, February 
17, 1864.— .Dear ifadam : \ ou mast not infer, 

from the time that has elapsed Bince yonr let- 
ter was receiTed, that I hare been either un 
mindful of its objects or indifferent to the 
success of yonr undertaking ; your letter wa* 
accidentally mislaid, and I had forgotten your 
Mdress, which I hope will be receired as a 
sufficient apology for my apparent inatten- 
tion. 

I happen to know something of the value 
of Uw United States Sanitary Oommssion, 
and of the arduous and Ohristian duties that 
devolve upon them: as for the last twelve 
months I have lived in the midst of battle. 

From the portico of my hense I and my fam- 
ily have seen nine battles fought on my own 
fields, and just before my own door, betw e en 
hostile troops, who but yesterday, as it were, 
boasted of a common descent, a common his- 
tory, a common nationality, and a common 
destiny. , 

This is not the time nor the occasion to in- 
quire how, by whom, or for what purpose 
this heavy calamity has been brought upon 
our beloved country. It is enough to say, 
that, if we had no Belfish, aspiring political 
demagogues in the land, who preferred their 
own interests to the interests of their country, 
we should hare had no such war. 

I have been an eye-witness to many horri- 
ble atrocities committed upon the wounded, 
the dying, and the dead, by ferocious com- 
batants, whose passions were excited to the 
highest intensity, and who were in no frame 
of mind to listen to reason or remonstrance. 

I have had taken up and brought to my house 
to be nursed and cared for as many as four 
and twenty badly wounded and neglected 
soldieis of the two armies at the same time, 
taken from the field immediately before my 
door, who were suffering for those attentions 
and comforts which it is the purpose of the 
Sanitary Commission to supply, and which 
have on many occasions been so freely and 
humanely administered. 

When I have seen a wounded soldier en 
the field, I have not stopped to ascertain 
whether be wore a blue jacket or a gray; it 
has been enough for me to know that he was 
a disabled and suffering fellow-creature to se- 
cure for him my sympathy and such comforts 
as I could bestow ; and such, I believe, have 
been the instincts of the United States Sani- 
tary Commission. With the experience de- 
rived from personal observation, I cannot 
but appreciate the generous, noble, and 
Christian-like objects to be effected by 
the association of which you are an organ, 
and, therefore, it affords me pleasure to 
comply with your request, by send- 
ing this poor contribution to your autograph 
letters, concluding with the earnest prayer 
tkat the present year may put an end to a con- 
flict which is not only demoralizing the whole 
country, bringing grief and misery to the 
hearthstone of millions, and seriously affect- 
ing the interests of the world at large, but 
which is disreputable to civilization and hu- 
manity, as well as to the age ia which wc 
live. 

I comply with your request by omitting 
your name in this letter, bat am, nevertheless, 
most respectfully, your obedient servant,

MiSSOCBi Itimb. — T he Lagrange American 
says a party of rebels from Marion county 
visited Lagrange on Thursday lasF and com- 
mitted some depredations. It adds: 

It is evident that as the leaves begin to ex- 
pand the rebels to the same degree are grow- 
ing bolder. This is the only instance since 
the fall of 1861, that wo have heard of a party 
of armed rebels coming into our city, and un- 
less the Union men here give the rebels to un- 
derstand that this must be the last, such raids 
will be repeated as often as it suits their pleas- 
ure. The next time armed rebels make their 
appearance here, either day or night, let the 
alarm be given, and we pledge ourself to see 
that they do not leave without somebody get- 
ting hurt. Let every Union man supply him- 
self with arms and ammnnition, and be pre- 
pared to act at a moment’s warning. Union 
men can obtain ammunition at Q uincy as well 
as rebels, if they cannot purchase it here. 
Take fair warning and be prepared fully for 
the worst. Trouble is brewing aud the only 
way to prevent it from coming upon ns, is in 
thorough organization and for all to act in 
concert as one man. 

The Fnlton Telegraph says: Abraham 
Barnes, of this county, some days since wr.s 
thrown from a horse and fatally hart. Being 
some distance from home or any assistance, 

It is said that he took from his pockat a pistol 
and blew his brains out. When found hie 
pistol was lying near his body. He W13 a 
promising yonng man and sou of Abrahem 
Barnes. 

In Livingston county, the other day, two 
soldiers were sent to arrest a man for refusing 
to pay his commutation tax. They found 
him in the field, and under pretence of going 
into the house to get his coat, he procured a 
double-barreled shot gun and shot aud mor- 
tally wounded both soldiers before they could 
draw their pistols aud fire upon him. He then 
immediately fled. 

The Lagrange Union of the 30th states: 

On Wednesday last, as Lt. Oonch, ofco. 0, 1st 
Cavalry M. S. M., and 4 soldiers were proceed- 
ing from Chapin Hill to Warrensbnrg, they 
were met by a number of meu wearing Fed- 
eral uniforms, who stated that they belonged 
to the 2d Colorado. Lieut. C. and party pro- 
ceeded to pass them, but had hardly go’, 
abreast of them when they were fired upon 
and Lieut. Conch and all of his party but oue 
were killed. He succeeded in making his 63- 
cape, and reached Warrensburg, when a scout 
was immediately sent in pursuit of the incar- 
nate fiends. 

Iron Arriving .— Rails sufficient to lay three 
miles ot track, arrived by boat from below at 
Wjar.dot, night before last, for the Union Pa- 
cific Railway. A large force of bands is busily 
engaged in laying the track — the construction 
train running further and further every day 
The whistle of the locomotive is already be- 
coming a familiar sound, and the eight of cars 
arriving and departing daily for Lawrence 
will toon, we trust, be no less familiar. 

Kansas City Journal. 

The Kansas City Journal says: Col. Wm. 
A. Phillips has telegraphed to Gen. Curjis that 
Quantreli and bis gang of cut-throats are 
again on their way North. We presume that 
quite a force of guerillas is attempting to make 
its way into Missouri. Stragglers from the 
South have been picked up quite frequently 
cf late, and larger bodies, we presume, are 
moving. But they have corns a little too 
early. The leaves are not yet out, and they 
can.be hunted easily. Gen. Brown has bis 
forces on the alert. All the disposable force 
at this post went down into the country yes 
terday. The Colorado boys are aching for a 
chance at the bushwhackers, and may possi- 
bly coon be gratified. We do not deem it pos- 
sible for any large body to penetrate far into 
the State, and small bodies will be speedily 
gobbled up.

Thosewho haveheardof Washington as a city 
of “magnificent distances” may be interested 
in the following figures, taken from an offi- 
cial report submitted to the City Councils 
The total area of the city is 266,192.556 square 
feet, or 6,110.94 acres, of which the public 
reservations contain 25,139.009; building 
ground 121,095,214; alleys 7,151,105; streets 
avenues, open spaces, and canal 112,867,225. 

Rhode Island coal is sold as fast as it esn 
be mined at $7 50 per ton. It is excellent for 
smelting purposes. 

A small craft of 150 tons, laden with 113 
coolies, was struck by a weter-spont off the 
coast of Ceylon recently, and the cargo bsing 
confined below decks, all-wa9 lost. 

A large increase of passenger business on 
the New York railroads is noticed this spring 
As the nEual summer trains have been ruir 
ning all winter, it ha3 become necessary to 
add another through train each way for the 
summer. 

Col. McCallum, who has charge of the Mil- 
itary Railroads of the United States, ha9 re- 
cently visited central New York and secured 
the services of a large number of mariners, 
firemeD, Ac , who would leave on the first ot 
May for Kentucky and Tennessee, to go into 
the employ of government at better wage 
than they were receiving there. 

The Indian Territory and Military Post of 
Fort Smith have been transferred from the 
Department of Kansas to Arkansas. Major- 
General Blunt has been ordered to report to 
the commanding officer of the Department of 
KfU/sap, for orders. 



GnsBiLLis c» Tn»Miss:ssim Bivjb- Ths 
Memphis Bulletin of tho 1st iust. has the al- 
lowing: 

The little cotton boat Progress, which hal 
left this port the latter part of last month, and 
has since been trading in Chicot county, Ark., 
md the neighboring counties of Louisiana, 
.vhile passing Concordia, Miss., a few days 
go, was fired into bv guerillas aud one man 
on board, a deck-hand, was wounded. About 
: hirty of the gusrillas were seen in the direc- 
• ion from which the firing came, and these 
were armed with muskets. 

Shortly after this, while anchored in the 
stream opposite Grand Lake, Arkansas, the 
Progress was again fired into from the Arkan- 
sas shore by a party of guerillas, supposed to 
have numbered aboutone hundred men. Nine 
of this party put off for the boat ia a skiff, but 
being threatened by Gaph McCullough, com- 
manding the Progress, they returned to the 
shore without making any demonstration 
upon the boat. While this party of nine were 
approaching, it was discovered that six citi- 
zens on board the Progress at the time, were 
in colleague with the band on shore, and Oapt. 
McCullough immediately sent them from the 
boat in a yawl. Shortly after this a company of 
U. S. soldiers appeared on the bank aud 
opened fire upon the guerillas aud also uoou 
the boat, thinking her to b» in possession of 
the guerillas. No injury, fortunately, was 
done to the boat, while one of the rebels on 
shore was killed and ten taken prisoners, the 
remainder being pat to flight. The steamer 
Eureka was opposite the same point with the 
Progress during these occurrences, and was 
visited by a squad of the guerillas, who took 
with them to the shore a negro employed upon 
tho boat, but committed no other depredation. 
During the tjring of the United States ma- 
rines upon the guerillas aud the boats a dsck 
bend on the Eureka was mortally wounded. 

Upcn returning to this city, the Progress 
was again fired into frem the Mississippi 
shore, on Wednesday evening last, while op- 
posite Island 76; the boat, however, was out of 
range of the rebels’ guns, and was not struck 
by a single ball. We learn that these bands 
of guerillas and boat-burners were well dressed 
— have plenty of everything, including green- 
backs, aid frequently boasted that they could 
get all the supplies that they desired. The 
guerilla businees, while trading is allowed, is 
a good one, since they share the profits of the 
traders, and upon these conditions do not mo- 
lest them. 

The steamer Y. F. Wilson from Rsd river, 
arrived at this port on yesterday. She brought 
up several barges laden with cotton, to the 
amount of 2,700 bale9. She was tired into by 
the guerillas near Council Bend. While 
running within fifty yards of the shore she 
was suddenly greeted with a perfect storm of 
bullets, directed chiefly against the pilot house. 
Fortunately it was iron-clad, and their shots 
failed to take effect. The boat was immedi- 
ately headed Ur the other shore and was soon 
oat of reach of the attacking party, th9y hiv- 
ing no artillery. Their intention seemed to 
be to kill the pilot and get possession of the 
boot and its valuable cargo. 

Ten officers of the gunboat No. 3 were on 
board the Wilson, from whom we learn the 
following particulars ot the capture and de- 
struction of that boat: On Saturday, tho 22 1 
ultime, while the Petrel was lying at the bank 
two miles above Yazoo City, a body of about 
three hundred cavalry, supposed to be Wirt 
Adams’s with two pieces of artillory, suddenly 
made their appearance and opened on the boat 
with both artillery aud musketry. The craw 
of the boat, though taken by surprise, quickly 
n sponded to their warm greeting, and quite a 
brisk fire was kept np for some minutes. At the 
fifth round from the enemy’s pieces, a ball 
pierced the boilers of the Petrel, anl th9 
whole boat immediately filled with the scald- 
ing steam, compelling the crew to leave her 
and get into another boat which bad fortun- 
ately come alongside just in the nick of time. 
Fourteen men are missing from the crow, 
among them the captain and one of the pilots, 
both of whom aro supposed to be prisoners. 
Wbat damage was inflicted ou the enemy is 
not known.

An esteemed lady friend of ours, Miss 
B — cky A — y, of Louisa Furnace, in thi3 
county, has related to us a case of ruffianism 
and guerillaism in which she narrowly esc aped 
being shot. She was riding along the public 
road, near home, having with her only a little 
negro bov, when, hearing a peremptory order 
to “halt, ’ she looked around, aud saw a man 
in Federal uniform, mounted, and coming 
through the woods toward the road. The fel- 
low’s horse stumbled over some brush and 
fell, and Miss B— y, taking advantage of this, 
put off at a real Tam O’Sbanter gait! Not 
being able to follow her, the rascal got into 
the road and sent two or three Bbots whizzing 
by her, hut, fortunately, they all missed her, 
and she got home safe. Some of tbs neigh- 
bors tnrned out and caught the fellow, and 
two others with him, all of whom are said to 
be deserters from the Federal force that was 
at Charlotte. They were taken to Nashville. 
We congratulate Miss B — y on her fortunate 
escape. 

A small band of thieving guerillas made 
their appearance at Darden’s Sail-house, near 
Port Royal, on Friday week, and, after buy- 
ing and paving for a quart of whiskey, they 
demanded Mr. Darden’s watch. He refused to 
give it up nutil some two or three pistols were 
drawn upon him, when he handed it over. 
The next, with the same circumstances of 
persuasion, asked for bis money. Gsing to his 
house, be got and gave to them a pocket-book 
containing several hundred dollars in Confed- 
erate money that he had laid up for hard 
times, hoping thus to get eff They, however, 
demanded the pocket-book from which he had 
taken change when they bought the whiskey. 
To this he was very seriously osposed, bat, the 
pistols being put in battery again, he delivered 
the wallet to them. It contained some $100 
or $500 in greenbacks. Jjeaving Darden’s, 
these fellows went on to meysbnrg, and took 
that town. Alter satisfying themselves with 
plundering stores, shops, smd individuals, 
they proceeded to Cross Plains. In the mean- 
time a small body of oitizens had armed them- 
selves and gone in pursuit of the villains. 
They ceme up with them near Cross Plains, 
where two of the rascals were killed. Tha 
others unfortunately escaped. It ^13 reported 
that these desperadoes were men who had de- 
serted f'om the Federal forces stationed at 
Springfield. 

Richard Carney, of this county, was tried 
by a military commission, in this city, last 
September, on charge of murder. It will be 
remembered that bo killed Lawson Murphy, 
ot this county, about a year ago. The two 
bad some difficulty about a fish trap, that was 
on Carney's land (reated by him), and one 
evening they met at the trap, and Carney shot 
Murphy, in Belf-defence, as he alleges, from 
1 be effects of which shooting the latter aied 
the day after. The finding of the commission, 
by whom Carney was tried, was forwarded 
to General Rcsecrans, for approval or re- 
jection scon after the trial, but it is 
only within the past few days that 
it has been returned, 'The finding of the 
Commission is that he i3 gnilty of murder, 
and the penalty adjudged death by haagingl 
There have been approved by the Department 
cemtnender, and confirmed by the President 
of the United States. By some oversight, we 
presume, the commander of this department 
failed to name a day on which the execution 
should take place, and, 03 he will yet have to 
do this, it may be some weeks before it is 
known. Carney is a young man, about 25 
ysare old, and bas a wife and two or three 
children. Murphy was also a married man, 
but bad no children. They were closely con- 
nected by marriage. Carney's doom is indeed 
a terrible one tor one so young. Would to 
God, if consistent with the ends of justice, it 
may be in some way averted!

n*»r, or any other person who ehail sell or give liquor 
of any hied to soldiers, to be punished with the ex- 
treme penalty of the law. 

II. Hawking, peddling, or giving away liquor of

General Orders, No 6. 

To enable the Military Railroads running 
from Nashville to supply more fully the armies 
in the field, the following regulations will 
hereafter be observed; 

I. No citizen nor any private freight what- 
ever will bo transported by the railroads, save 
as hereinafter provided. 

II. Officers travelling under orders, or on 
leave of absence, sick or furloughed soldiers 
departing front or returning to their regi- 
ments, and small detachments of troops, will 
be transported on the orders of Post Com- 
manders, cf Brigadier-Genera! Andrew John- 
son, Military Governor of Tennessee, or of 
the commanding officer of either of the De- 
partments of the Ohio, the Cumberland, or 
tbe Tennessee, or of the Military Division of 
the Mississippi. Bodies of troop3 will not be 
transported by railroads when it is possible 
for them to march, except upon the order of 
the commanding officer of some one of the 
Military Departments above named. Civil 
employes of the various Staff Departments 
will be transported on the order of the Senior 
and Supervising Quartermaster, Department 
of the Cumberland, at Nashville, Tenn., or 
of the commanding officer of either of the 
Military Departments above named. Em- 
ployee of the Railroads will bo transported 
on the order of the Superintendent or Chief 
Engineer of the Railroads. 

lit. No citizen will be allowed to travel on 
the Railroads at alL, except on the permit of 
the Commanding Officer of one of the thre9 
Military Departments, or of the Military Di- 
vision of the Mississippi, and when their trans- 
portation will not prevent that of any Army 
supplies, of which the proper officer of the 
Quartermaster’s Department will be the judge. 

IV. Express Companies will be allowed one 
car per day each way, on each Military Road, 
to carry small parsels for soldiers and officers* 
One car per day more on each road, for Sutlers’ 
Goods and Officers' Stores, may be allowed by 
the Senior and Supervising Quartermaster at 
Nashville, at his discretion; these cars to be 
furnished by the Express Companies and at- 
tached to tbe Passenger Trains. When a suffi- 
cient surplus cf stores has been accumulated 
at the front, the Senior and Supervising 
Quartermaster aforesaid may increase this al- 
allowance, but not before. 

Y. Stores exclusively for officers’ messss in 
very limited quantities, after due inspection 
by the Inspecting Officer at Nashville, Tenn., 
of Sutlers’ Goods, and ail private Stores, 
shipped to the front, will be passed free on 
the several roads, on the order of the Senior 
and Supervising Quartermaster, Department 
of the Cumberland, at Nashville, Tenn. 

VI. Horses, Cattle, or other live stock, will 
not be transported by Railroad, except on the 
written order of tha Commanding General of 
the Military Division, or of one of the Mili- 
tary Departments. 

VII. Trains on their return trips will be al- 
lowed to bring up private freight, when tbe 
shipment thereof docs not interfere with the 
full working of the Roads, of which the Se- 
nior and Supervising Quartermaster at Nash- 
ville will be the judge. 

VIII. Provost Marshals have nothing to do 
with transportation by Railroads. Their 
passes merely mean, that the bearer can go 
from one point to another named in their pass, 
but not necessarily by rail. The Railroads 
are purely for Army purposes. 

IX. When the Rolling Stock of the Rail- 
roads is increased, or when a due accumula- 
tion of stores has been made at the front, in- 
creased facilities may be extended to Passen- 
gers and Private Freight, of which due notice 
will be given. Until that time, citizens and 
Butters mu9t use wagons. 

X. Until the Railroad is relieved, all Mili- 
tary Posts within thirty-five miles of Nash- 
ville, and twenty miles of Stevenson, Bridge- 
port, Chattanooga, Huntsville, and London, 
must haul their stores by wagons. 

XI. The General Manager of the Railroads, 
and his duly-appoiuted Agents and Conduct- 
ors, will control the trains, and will be an- 
thorized to call on every passenger for his or- 
ders for transportation by Railroad, that they 
may be returned to the General Manager or 
Superintendent. Tbe Military Guard will en- 
force good order, aud sustain the Agents and 
Conductors of the Roads in their rightful au- 
thority, but will report any mismanagement 
or neglect of duty through their officers to 

-these Headquarters. 

‘ XII, Until other arrangements are perfect- 
ed, Commanding Officers, on the request of tho 
Railroad Manageis, will furnish details for 
providing wood or water at snch points as 
may be necessary te supply the Tram3. By 
command of M aj >r-General W. T. Shsbmas.
